Tills was Hie opinion expressed by 
Air, T. \V. L. MacDcrinol at the 
conclusion or ids paper, "The Study 
of History at Oxford", which was read 
al last night's mooting of the llls- 
iorlcnl ('bib. held iît the residence of 
.las, S. Hrlerley, EftH . , West inount . 

After giving a short outline of the 
Oxford course in History, Mr. Mîic- 
lîerinoi liirncd to a discussion of the 
working of the system''. 

Lectures are not compulsory, nor 
air. certain distinct sections or th« 
subject presented lor study, so that 
the individual student is required to 
use his own judgement with regard to 
his attendance at lectures, and Hie 
choice or bis studies. 

In his first, days ut'lurilvorslty, the 
student meets hi.-' tutor who will 
guide, direct, and inspire him through- 
out his course. The great feature zl 
the tulorical system, said Mr. Mac- 
Hcrmot. was the co-i.pernl ion between 
the tutor and the student, both of 
whom are bound together in the same 
pursuit. Every, week the student, 
submits an essay for discussion, and 
meets the "Don" in Hie la t tor's study 
In an "atmosphere of intellect and 
tobacro-stuoke." The student's .opin- 
ions are sometimes Changed, some, 
times added lo, and he leaves after 
the discussion having grown mentally; 
while the tutor for his pari has re- 
ceived something of the freshness and 
the. zeal of the student. "There is 
no dearth", staled thn speaker, "of 
Interesting and inspiring tutors for 
those eager In -the pursuit of know- 
ledge." And even tl>e worse students, 
he said, in this atmosphere of co- 
operation, of personal freedom, and 
desire for learning, derive something.

A CHALLENGE TO STUDENTS 



A vast expanse of water and great stretches of country separ- 
ate Montreal from Vienna. Rolling plnins. forests, huge throbbing 
cities and ah ever stirring ocean lie between heTe and restless 
Rusfia. America is far from Europe, is fur from the centres of 
Asiatic civilization, and some people whom we know grasp greedily 
at this idea of distance, claiming that 

"East is East and West is West 
And ne'er the twain shall meet." 
And they do not wish their dream to be shattered. 1 heirs is a 
splendid isolation and turning their thoughts inward they try to 
dash the picture of a suffering Old World from their minds. 

But the East and West have met, for distances have become 
as nothing in the modern world. The Old and New are in daily 
contact, with Vancouver touching London and merchants in Cairo 
rubbing shoulders with the citizens of Paris. So it is. then, that 
men must carry friendly feelings towards their fellows if the weary 
globe is to have a rest from trouble and be given a chance to re- 
cuperate from the serious illness of recent years. 

Yesterday, Dr. Nansen, who has laboured ceaselessly on be- 
half of. war sick Europe, pleaded passionately for international 
co-operation, flinging a challenge at the students of McGill to 
cast hate from their hearts and work with the races of the world 
for the preservation of peace and the good of humanity. "The 
apirit^of.ijienolship^ibrought into a university will be a great stejp 
tosvard a better world," said the man of Norway, greatly praising 
those undergraduates, who have done, through the medium of 
the European- Students* Relief work, their slight part in helping 
the fallen to their feet and setting the crushed on the road to 
recovery. Active co-operation "will create a feeling that after all 
there is good will in the- world," claimed Dr. Nansen, referring 
especially to the students in Germany, who are threatened with 
starvation and extreme privation on account of the economic col- 
làpse of their country. Our guest of yesterday is a man, who knew 
whereof he spoke, for he has been one of the most untiring labour- 
ers on behalf of the League of Nations, in which he has supreme 
confidence and for which he has been speaking during his rapid 
journey throughout the principal portions of this' continent. 

Dr. Nansen's words yesterday literally vibrated with the cries 
of those who are seeking, seeking, sometimes almost in vain, for 
the friendship of the nations of the world. It is hard, we know, 
to forget the days that have just gone but the sins of the fathers 
must not be laid at the feet of the coming generation."' It is time 
to cast from "our hearts all bitter feelings of hate, pregnant with 
the possibilities of war, and enter soul and body into" the great 
-"ork of international co-operation which is the hope of the Old 
World to-day. As we look towards the East we can almost hear 
(the faint cries for help. The time may come when we can do some- 
thing, so let us not forget the words of one, who is giving himself 
in the great search for happiness for others.

In Mr. MacEermot'a opinion, the 
colonial student in at a disadvantage-

dent. But, he said, learning will come 
ij? you supply the motive, force neces- 
sary to obtain it. In the discussion 
fallowing Mr. MacDcrrnot'e paper, 
this rjueslion lead to an earned con- 
sideration by the members, of the 
scholastic standurds of English Uni- 
versities, as compared with Canadian 
or American one*.

pir. MacDcrmot told of the various 
political ctubs in the English uni- 
versities, where the members talk, 
argue, and sometimes fight over mom- 
entous questions, and where thoy live 
oy,er history and meet its makers. 
:'At the conclusion of his paxr, u 
discussion whs held in wh'.ch the edu- 
cational systems of different univer- 
sities in different countries wore con- 
sidered. The great difference in the 
entnir.ee standards of the 
Canadian colleges wns 
faults pointed out In 




each. The chief criticism levelled at 
the English course of study was the 
amassing of all the work of two or 
three years in one final examination. 
Under the strain of this responsiblli. 
ty in the examination weeks, many 
students have been unable to do thorn ; 
selves Justice. But in practically all 
other respects the Canadian univer- 
sities' did not seem able to stand 
comparison with Oxford. 

McGlU'u rule of compulsory alien- 
danco came in for particularly strong 
criticism. "If you treat students like 
school -boys, they will act like school- 
boy; but if you treat them like men. 
almost all will respond and act llko 
men; and those who don't will soon 
fall by the wayaidn", was tho senti- 
ment expressed with regard to the 
question. f-i

Bunk is commonly regarded as * 
contraction of bunkum cr buncombe.

Vorhaps success is possible in no 
oilier field. V.llcrman based Ms 
fortune on the happy discovery made 
a; rhe threshold of his career that 
progress in finance is incompatible 
with work. Work interferes too much 
with business. So precious to hlTi 
was this truth that he refrained from 
passing it alone; to even . his m 
intimate friends, yet HUcrman is not 
the perfect Babbitt. Be saw through 
other people's bunk, and even a con- 
siderable par; of his own.

came out with a mind like sticky fly 
r.-vpf-r. Wc 'Sec- him confronted with 
his One J3t£r. Opportunity, for which 
he had so carefully trained himself, 
and we see how he met the crisis. 
At last we see him carried out to the 
bach-alley in the industrial garbaze- 
t-an. The study it' this one case s lone 
s a. valuable commerce course. 

The author's favorite character, 
however? would seem to be Michael 
Webb. debunker. and he has his 
points of fascination. Much of our 
knowledge of the other characters we 
get through Michael's help, and there 
are some intimations of a prospect 
for the future of his profession, '.he 
art of debunking. Yet an ambitious 
young man, unless he combines all of 
Michael's qualifications, would do 
well lo avoid this career. The only 
reward it is likely to win for him in 
our age is the martyr's crown. We 
,enJoy our bun): and can't be happy 
[without it.. And our debunkors arc 
pretty sure to be treated rough. 

Tut the situation is not although 
gloomy. No doubt there is more 
bunk our age than in any proceeding 
.one. But also there are more persons 
capable "f discerning bunk, and the 
number scernr to be slowly increas- 
ing. At any rate there are «Igné of 
alarm within the citadel at a growing 
spirit of scepticism. One of our local 
nractloners has announced within a. 
few days that thene debunkors "are 
doing their level best to croate in 
the public mind an attitude of im- 
pregnable scepticism towards all 
official statements in wartime."

Tho Mediterraneans or long-bends 
stand for art. poetry,- Impulse,' Instinct, 
emotion, -invention; the round-headed 
Asiatics for system, co-ordination, in- 
tellect, logic, philosophy and will- 
power. U is the old opposition be- 
tween heart and head, emotion and In- 
tellect, feeling and reason, but here 
linked up with definite physical char- 
acteristics, quantitative, meftsureable, 
and there for all. to see. , 

To discover tho psychology of any 
people, all we have to do. it would 
seem, is to determine the configura- 
tion of their skulls;- the" rest follows 
automatically. The' Germans are ty- 
pical of the short-heads; they are es- 
sentially intellectual, and weak on the 
emotional and Intuitive side. Tho true 
Irishman (whom Bradley .distinguishes 
from the Vlster Irishl is long-headed; 
he is full of personality and imagina- 
tive sympathy, a fanatic, a pleasant 
and natural liar, (please dov.'t blame 
me for this; i: is Bradley's description) j 
and stronger emotionally than intellec- 
tually. Of course even Bradley has 
observed that most people are admix- 
tures of- the two original races, and 
that consequently the descriptions can 
only be considered approximately cor- 
rect. 

The second great duality is between 
the conscious and the unconscious. 
These represent, ttvo distinct types of 
mind. The ooncious type of person, 
who corresponds, to the round -headed 
Asiatic, is methodical, thrifty, trust- 
worthy, a man of character but no in- 
tuition, and inclines to Protestantism 
In religion. The unconscious type, who 
Is really the long-headed Mediter- 
ranean, is the Bohemian — a, vaga- 
bond, a joker, a dancer or a poet. He 
reaches the heights and depths of 
emotion, he is unstable, generous and 
unselfish, and is either a Catholic or 
an Agnostic. He is not brainy, but 
'« ' cmbodi'dv ^Misait and original; not trustworthy 
' but always interesting. (Bradley prob- 
ably inclines to this latter type). 

I^nally there is the great duality be- 
tween, _ the ..sexes. Woman, the emo- 
tional, tho instinctive, the eternal, the 
materialist," represents the uncon- 
scious; man, experimenting, speclallz- 
ig, oo-ordinating, planning, individual 
in his activities, idealizing, abstracting, 
is the conscious.

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DR. NÂNSEN DEFENDS LEAGUE 
IN SPEECH AT CONVOCATION- 
RECEIV ES HONOR ARY DEGREE 

Famous Explorer, Philanthropist and Author Given Hon- 
orary LL.D. at McGill Convocation Yesterday After- 
noon Makes Strong Appeal for International 

Co-operation Sees Great Future in League of 

Nations Glee Club Render Selections Tea 

Given at R.V.C. Before Meeting in Honour of 
Visitors.

•There is only «nie remedy for the 
slate of affairs in Europe to->1ny, and 
thai remedy is international co»opora- 
tion between the lending nations of 
the world." This wax the message 
brought io the Mcftill students by Dr. 
Fridjof Nansen when he received the 
honorary degree of l.L.D. from Mc- 
<ïill yesterday afternoon in the Convo- 
cation -Hall of Hie lïoynl Victoria Col- 
lege. Before a well filled hall, the 
famous explorer; phihinthroplst and 
•writer gave a short address to the stu- 
dent body, dealing principally with the 
League of Nations, of which lie is 
High Commissioner. 

ï>r. Eve, in opening the ceremony- 
gave a brief account of Dr. Xansen's 
life.- A native of Norway, Or. Nansen 
early made himself famous -fer his 
daring expeditions. In iss: lie made 
a difficult and perilous trip actress 
the island of Greenland, a frat hither- 
to thought impossible. F.levon years 
later he organired an expedition to the 
North Pole, spending three years in 
Arctic, regions, and succeeded in reach- 
ing a point nearer the North Pole than 
had been reached before. On his re- 
turn he took ah active part in the 
dissolution of the Union between 
Norway and Sweden. At the close 
of the war he was instrumental 
in repatriating thousands of people 
of twenty-six different nations. Be- 
sides this.' Dr. Nansen has published 
several hc-oks on Oceanology. and hss 
held positions as'Curator in the Natu- 
ral History Museum at Bergen, and 
Curator of Comparative Anatomy in 
the. University of Christ ja.nia . Since 
its formation r>r. Nansen has been 
connected w;ih t-h« League of Nations, 
at present being High Commissioner 
of- that body. 

.-.After the ceremony, c! conferring the 
(Degree had been concluded Dr. Nansen 
uddressod tlif- -student body. 'In open- 
ing he expressed his appreciation of 
The honour thst bad been conferred 
upon him by McGiU. The resem- 
blance between Norwegians and Cana- 
dians, he said, mad? the honour doubly 
accept able. He then furned to the 
discussion of European affaire. 

The situation in Europe, he said, is 
3i present very grave with grave dan- 
gers ahead. The seeds of a new war 
are possibly now being sown. We 
must be prepared to see great suffer- 
ing Uiis winter, especially in Germajiy. 
What can.be done to -avert war? 
There is- only one remedy, and that 
remedy is internationa.l co-operation 
bctweon the leading na.tions of the 
world. No country ca.ti pursue a po- 
licy -of isolation to-day, for suci a 
policy would entail gTeat suffering. 
International co-operation ought to be 
the watchword of the rising genera- 
tion, and the universities arc mainly 
responcible for the attitude of the 
jicople of tomorrow. Student relief 
has been a great blctsing to thousunds 
of young people in Europe, a.nd has 
done much towards maintaining good- 
will toward the wckcih nations. 

The League of Nations is another 
institution concieved for the purpose 
of increasing good- will between na- 
tions. It can be used and has boen 
used for this purpose. With its great 
machinery and «"?:periencc the League 
Jb capable of solving all the problems 
.of the futuce. 

Wïth regards to the Ruhr problem, 
•the League has not yet been e^tkod 
by any - of the nations concerned to 
settle the difficulty, and even the most 
perfect international organization pos- 
ai b le couldn't tackle such a great prob- 
lem' at; the Ruhr question, without be- 
ing called upon by one of the countries; 
Involved. At the close 0 f the war, 
Austria was unstable and the people 



were in a condition of unrest and. va- 
rious countries gave individual assis- 
tance.; millions of dollars were, ex- 
pended without success: in short, every 
attempt to restore Austria failed. 
Then the league was appealed to, ami 
the question was taken up. Two in- 
ternational loans were started, and 
in one year Austria, was saved vir- 
tually without the expense of a dollar. 
Where individual nations failed, the 
League succeeded. 

The German problem is really an 
easier task than the Austrian problem 
because Germany has resources of bet- 
own which can be utilized. Germany 
ought to pay the repartitions, but sho 
should be given lime and assistance to 
recover from her present condition. 
Will the league of'Nations he asked 

itb settle this problem? That is a qtios- 

|tion for experts to decide. The League 
has had experience, and if the ques- 

Ition is referred to it for solution it 

I chin solve the problem. 

. Kegarding the Greco-Italian dispute, 

; there is a popular misconception as to 

|ihe true facts of the case. Five Ita- 
lians, members of the Italian boun- 
dary commission, were killed while hi 
Greek territory. Relations between the 
two countries were not very cordial at 

|1he time tuid Italy naturally was great- 
ly offended. A strong ultimatum was 

|seni with a demand of fifty million lire 
as indemnity. Greece refused to pay 
immediately, but offered to deposit 
the money with some neutral power 
to be paid on the decision of an inves- 
tigation commission. Italy refused to 
consider this offer, and occupied Corfu. 
The question was referred by Greece 
to the Council of Ambassadors at Paris 
while the League took up the Corfu 

j matter. Decisions were given riyboth 
bodies, and peace was apparently re- 
stored. Mussolini promised to eva- 
cuate Corfu and renounce th.». Italian 
claim to sji indemnity, provided Greece 
should do her duty In punishing the 
assassins. Eut when evacuation was 
completed the fifty million lire were 
handed over to Italy by the Council 
of Ambassadors, ' apparently without 
reason, and no report was published to 
explain the action. Peace had been 
established, but as Lord Grey rçsld, 
there was no reason why Greece should 
pay for the peace of Europe. 

In this settlement the League was 
unable to step Ln because Greece was 
bound by her promise to pay. But 
throughout the matter the League 
proved itself to be such a great mora) 
force in Europe that no great power 

jwUi ever run the risk of repeating 
Italy's action. This is the purpose of 
the League. It is growing in power all 
the time and can be developed even 
more. The world cannot get on with- 
out some suexh organization as the 
League of Nations. 

Dr. Nanaen's address was listened to 
with keen intere-Bt marked by frequent 
outbursts of applause. Too much cre- 
dit cannot be given the Glee Club, who 
turned out in force and under the able 
leadership of Dr. Keys, rendered two 
very fine selections, "Ovw the Sea 
to Sky," and "Rolling down to Bio."

Group Holds Second 
Meeting 

Whether or not those displaced bv 
the advent of machinery idiould be 
compensated, was tim tenor 0 f lit" .lis- 
eusBlnit ••yoHtcrday In tl.u Industrial 
Bludy Group by Pror«.-«iiï.r Çudl'u. Tliù 
discussion from the previous wcott, 
"Labour. saying Miichlaoi'jV' wan nisi) 
continued . 

Under the present day system a 
man would spend all hln life, at one 
small particular Job, and then a 
machine would Ins Invented, supplant- 
ing him. The result would be Hint the 
mail would find himself out of work. 
While again, some men were only 
employed part time, being dismissed 
and taken on again at the firm's will. 
This roused the quest bin again — 
should labour be (rented as a coin, 
modify, to be bought and sold when 
needed? In regard to this, the profes- 
sor mentioned Hie name- of a large 
packing-house of Chicago which 
guaranteed their men a certain wage 
as long ns their liâmes wore on the 
payroll, whether ihey had work or not. 

When' machinery displaced a. mini II 
produced a problem similar to thfl one. 
of the vc*tod interests. It was decided. 
In Great Britain there was talk ot 
nationalizing the liquor trade, and In 
that case, the "vested Interests" would 
have to bo compensated. Is H not 
similar then, It wan asked, when a 
man who has spent yearn In learning 
a trade is suddenly ousted by a 
machine that will take Ills place, 
Slvould he not be compensated also, 
for his "vested interests'.'" . . 

Each industry it waa decided should, 
by means of a fund, look after its 
own unemployed. "For." the professor 
declared. "If there was a guarantee 
against unemployment, there would 
not be half the need for such organisa- 
tions such as the Federated Charities " 
How this was to be brought about, 
however, was undecided when the 
meeting adjourned 

Xext week the discussion will be 
in the form of a debate; "Resolved 
that eight hours should be the max- 
mum legal duy's work, and that a 
minimum rate of wages be set tin- 
men, women and children."
